while free enough to talk on other subjects
vers absolutely dumb on the lubject of New
York's "Jsck the Ripper."

The police are especially reticent aa to tbe
Identity of a man who was committed to tne
Home of Detention by Coroner Bctmltxr,
nnder the name of ' William Dek tie, " In com-

pany wltb Mary Mlnlter and iner witnesses,
tbe day after the mnrder waa discovered.

The police declined to aay who or what
"Bekkle" waa or where he lived, and at tbe
Kail JUrer Hotel and other Fourth Vsrd re-

sorts nothing 1 known of any ouch man,
"U. Knlclo," the man who accompanied

old Shakespeare " op to room 31, is not
known In the Fourth Ward either, and there
are many who think It not unreasonable to

'suppose that Knlclo' and Bekkle " are
one and the same.
